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The Railway 
Construction Program. 

The Minister of Railways ex- 
plained to the Legislature a few 
days ago that the Government’s 
railway program for the year in- 
cludes the construction of forty 
miles of new line. This in three 
widely separated sections. Twelve 
and a half miles are to be added to 
the Canada Central westward from 
Peace River. Fifteen miles are to 
be built from the E. D. and B. C. 
in Grande Prairie in a westerly 
direction. The third extension to 
be made is an eleven mile addition 
to the Lacombe and Northwestern. 

It can scarcely be claimed that 
this is an ambitious construction 
program, even considering the 
times and conditions. None of the 
proposed additions will be pioneer 
roads in the strict sense of thi 
term, All of them have been long 
projected, and settlement is far in 
advance, both in point of time and 
of distance. The new mileage is 
not required merely to make fu- 
ture develo;ment possible, but to 
accommodate settlement that has 
lready occurred and to handle 
affic waiting for the trains, 
At that, the additional length- 
ening of the several lines to the

The railway has been completed 
twenty-five miles beyond Peace 
River but the new twelve and a 
half miles will leave rail-head this 
fall twenty miles short of Water- 
hole, and will give practically no 
advantage to the scattered settlers 
who have gone beyond that dis- 


trict and located in the country, 


north-west. If the road were com” 
pleted this year to Waterhole that 
would enable the season’s crop 
from the most generally cultivated 
section north of the Peace River to 
be marketed to advantage and 
would also open up for future oc- 
cupation the country westward 
along the north bank of the Peace. 

The extension of the E. D. and 
B. C. from Grande Prairie is part 
of the line long projected into the 
Beaver Lodge district. But, like 
the extension of the Canada Cen- 
tral line, this proposed construc- 
tion will not reach the objective. 
The fifteen mile approach will 
leave the settlers of the Beaver 
Lodge district from twenty-five to 
forty miles from the railway. 

Nothing is to be done this year 
in regard to building westward 
from Spirit River to Pouce Coupe. 
In the latter favored district there 
is an extensive settlement and a 
large amount of land has been 
brought into use. As long ago as 
1916 the sixty mile grade for the 
line from Spirit River was made. 
Conditions perhaps prevented the 
steel being laid up to the present, 
but if railway construction is now 
practicable at reasonable cost, as 
seems to be the case, the people of 
Pouce Coupe certainly have a 
claim to relief this season. 

The net result of the season’s 
program as outlined by the Mini- 
ster will be to leave both the set- 
tlers in the Peace River country 
aud the railway system that was 
built to serve them in pretty much 
the position they have been in, Of 
the three extensive settlements to 
which extensions have been pro- 
jected not one of them will be 
given railway facilities as a result 
of the year’s work. In two in- 
stances there will be several miles 
of advancement made, but a rail 
way that ends twenty-five miles 
short of where it is needed does 
not provide anything that can be 
properly called ‘‘facility’’ to the
